amouut of money out ofthe Territory eyery 
month, or of keeping it locked up here; which 
amounts to about the seme thing so far as the 
advantages of an abundant currency arg con- 
cerned; -ag no pergon here holding a quarter- 
master’s draft for any considerable amount 
would agree to exchange it for currency at a 
discount of 4 er 5 per cent., when he might have 
it cashed at par.value in San Francisco, 

Under the coming order, however, it will nei- 
ther be necessary to sond the money out of the 
Territory nor to bury itin a safe in s form not 
advantageously negotiable. Through means 
ofthe Sub Treasury these monetary evils will 
necessarily disappeat’ leaving the state of our 
corrency as.free from complication as it is 
at present disagreeable and perplexing. 

But is a notorious fact that a man’sambition 
grows in proportion with the success of his 
schemes. on, R. O. McCormick having obe 
tained for us the U. S. Depository, has now 
discovered another means by which ho may 
possibly benefit the poeple of Arizona, and is 
doing his utmost to constitute his scheme a 
success. In this his object is to obtain from the 
post-office department the establishment of 
three money order offices in the Territory—at 
Tucson, Prescott and Arizona City, Well, we

Thess people instigated by the innate crael 
and barbarous natured of their ancestors—the 
Spaniard and the Indian—and unrestrained by 
the iron hand of law, see nothing ia the con- 
duct of our authorities there to deter them: 
Fancy our citizens in Hermosillo asking and 
receiving redress, for injuries inflicted upor 
them by these people, through the British con- 
sul, after our Americaa consul has exhausted 
his eloquence to no purpose; and yet à case of 
this kind has actually taken place, We have 
the facts from one present when the British 
consul, flag in hand, demanded and received 
admittance to a cell in which two Americans 
were maliciously confined, when spreading his 
flag upon their shoulders he ordered the guard 
aside, passed the prisoners through and setthem 
at liberty. All this within ful! view of our own 
flag might well bring a blush to the cheeks of 
the men so liberated.

“In Arizona many ruins are to be found of 
cities, fortifications, canals, mines, eta One 
of the most prominent ia that cf the Casa 
Blanca, or the Haii of the Montezumaa, Thie 
stands severai stories in hoight, and Jooms far 
ebove every object on the plains aruund, The 
walls ave six feet thick, plastered witha lime 
or cement which appears to defy the power of 
the elements. Over the door and windows the 
cedar timbers are in perfect preservation, al- 
(hough it must have been ages since these were 
hauled over tie tong route from thor nativo 
forests. Such is the dryness of the atmosphere 
that time has produced but a slow change up» 
on it. The strects of the city of which this 
stricture formed 2 promiaent part can be 
tracel by broken pieces of crockerysare, aad 
the elevation on each side.

The rreeont yenr ia oné which hes produced 
decidedly bad results in Arizona, Leaving the 
Indian question aside, wo find that there havo 

` been other influences at work, which, while they 
do not jeopardize life, render it a series of dig- 
appointments and annoyances, The courre 
puraued by speculatore has proved ruinous to 


_ themselyes, ruinous to the producer, and there« 


fore ruinous to the best interests of the Terri- 
tory. Isolated from the business world wa ara 
`a people obliged to live among ourelyes, or, 
in other words, to dapend upon one and other, 
Commercial advantages we have none; not 
` that our position is at fault, but that we possess 
none of the artificiel facilities, such as steame- 
boats, canal, or railroads, necessary to the 
maintenance of commercial intercourss. We 
have but one market, and upon its management 
depends our progress or retrogression. Speeu- 
lators know this, but are to greedy and aelfish 
to think of benefiting the country, and while 
engaged in the mad struggle to obtain con- 
tracts are ever ready to sacrifice the bone and 
sinew of the country to their own shortsighted- 
neas and avarice. Our market, as everybody 
in the country wall knows, is the quartermas- 
ter's department ; which up to the present year 
‘was regulated in a manner that gave encour- 


‘ agement to every class and profession, to settle 


in the country. 

With’ 69 however camo thereyolution. Short- 
sighted, heartless speculation monopolized this 
market and wrung the last bolt from the bars 
row ofindustry, The speculator obtained his 
contract from government at a figure below the 
prices obtained by producers in former years. 
There being but one market for produce, the 
speculator hag bat to name the price which he 
can afford lo pay, and the producer, necessa- 
rily a victin of speculation, must accept tho 
terms offered or receive nothing for bis labor. 
The regults which have followed this thought- 
less system of speculation are now painfully | 
evident. The producers are impoverished and 
literally discouraged. A lew speculators have 
made a trifling profit whick is swallowed up by 
the general stagnation of business, The whole 
settled portion of the country which only a 
year ago was e scene of busyindustry, is gradu- 
ally losing by abandonment many of its oldest , 
settlara—men who have lived acd labored here 
for ten and twelve years. 


Men inured by long residence to the hard- 
ships of frontier life will not flee from danger 
The numerous murders and robberies by Iadi- 
ans which these eld pioneora witnessed during 
their stayin Arizona of so many years, could 
notinfluence them to leave. They knew that ; 
danger lurked around them, but this knowledge ' 
only influenced them to array ihemselves 
against whatever danger threatened, They did 
not think, while guarding against a danger 
of the existenco cf which so many terrible 
warnings had been given them, that a subtle 
enemy was plotiing ot their backs; but it was 
even co. This attack from behind proved too 
much for the bonest old pioneer, and a single 
scourge fren the lesh of the speculator accom- 
plished all that thirteen years of barbaruus, 
Indian warfare failed to do. 

But itia not too late to retrieve the sinking 
fortunes of the Territory and its inhabitants, if 
the business be at once and properiy stiended

ans, trusting in their superior numbers, fought 
bravely at first, but after a couple of volleys had 
atretche] twalya of their braves on the field 
the remainder scattered and defl—harassed 
in their fight by the littio squad of cavalry who 
followed up to improve its victory. In this 
engagement the Colonel had one mën killed 
and one wounded, On the following week tha 
naw mail rider was attacked about the same 
point at which his predecessor was killed, but 
retreated in “good order” and reached Camp 
McDowell with his ‘‘hair." Capt. Jerome with 
a party of men again started out in search of 
the effenders but did not find them. The mail 
rider necompanied him aad so succeeded in 
rusning the gauntlet in safety—arriving at 
Florence only one hour behind the usual time.
